On Saturday afternoon a sale of work and 
other goods was opened by Mrs. McNeill, the 
wife of the Governor-General of the Irish 
Free State, on behalf of the Welfare Dining- 
“rooms, in the St. John Ambulance Brigade 
Hall, Great Strand street, Dublin: ere 
was a ag attendance and an excellent dis- 
play of the goods for sale. 

The sale, for which preparations have been 
going on for many weeks, was organised by 
members of the Welfare Executive Commit- 
toe, lady district officers and lady divisional 
superintendents. 


SECRETARY'S REPORT. 

Miss Barringtoh, secretary to the Welfare 
Department, read a report, in which it was 
stated that in January, 1925, the present 
welfare work of the St. John Ambulance 
Brigade started with a maternity dining- 
room at the rear of 40 Merrion square, in 
which between twenty-five and thirty women 
received a daily dinner for two months before 
their confinement and one month after. 
All the women were given two sets of baby 
clothes, a pint of milk per day, and two 
parcels of buana for a fortnight afterwards. 
At the end of 1927 it was decided to open 
a second diningroom ín the Brigade Hall and 
to give mothers altogether five months’ 
dinners, two before and three after the 
birth of the baby. For the last two years 
the applications for help had greatly in- 
creased. 

The average cost of the total help given to 
@ woman was about £3, and the number 
helped last year was 225. For this year, un 
to the present date, the number was 198, 
with over thirty women expecting to be con- 
fined before the end of the year. The 
dinners were nourishing, and women were 
allowed to take soup home to their families. 
The money to carry on this work had to be 
raised, to a large extent, by the efforts of 
the Committee and the nursing divisions of 
the Brigade. The public health authorities 
had recognised the work of this department 
by a grant of £100 per annum, and the 
Brigade allocated up to £200 from the flag- 
day collections. 

MEDICAL VIEW OF THE WORK. 

Dr, Bethel Solomons, Master of the Rotunda 
Hospital, said that one of the great advances 
which had taken place for the improvement 
of the health of pregnant women had been 
the establishment of ante-natal clinics. These 
departments in the maternity hospitals were 
largely supported by the charitable public. 
He had no doubt, he said, that from a medi- 
cal point of view the meals given to 
these women not only improved their health, 
but reacted on their babies, inasmuch as they 


were better able to provide the natural 
nourishment for them. 
Dr. Angela Russell urged the importance 


of having nursing mothers properly fed. The 
women who came to the dining-rooms came 
from poverty-stricken homes, in which the 
standard of living was very low. She knew 


of no other work so important or so far-. 


reaching in its effects as that which was 
being carried on by the Welfare Department 
of the Brigade. 

Mr. J. H. Webb also praised the work of 
the department, and pleaded for its support 
by public contributions. 

A REMARKABLE RESULT. 

Sir John Lumsden said that they greatly 
appreciated the presence of Her hxcellency. 
Beth Mrs. McNeill and the Governor-General 
had on many occasions shown in a practical 
way their desire to help in every effort for 
ile amelioration of the conditions of the 

r, and the solution of the many problems 
14 connection with it. They had all been 
very much encouraged by the results of the 
work of the Welfare Department. They did 
got overlap any existing organisation, as 
What they were doing was not done by any 
bther organisation. The results of getting 
oad in these dining-rooms had been ex- 
remely good for the poor women, because it 
enabled them to produce healthy infants. 
The mortality rate amongst these infants for 
the past five years was three per 100 born 
which compared favourably with the normal 
city rate of 10 per 100. This, he said, was a 
very remarkable result 

Sir John invited any ladies interested in 
the work to come to the dining-rooms any 
day at 12 o'clock and see for themselves, and 

_ if interested they would be shown cases of 
the utmost heroism, struggles against poverty, 
unemployment, disease and malputeltion aris- 
ing from positive starvation. The cheeriness 
of these poor souls. their appreciation of any 
little kindness, their camaraderie and good- 
ness to each other always struck one, and 
should encourage those who were blest with 
this world’s goods to spare a little for these 
oor women and their babies. - In conclusion, 
‘ir John expressed gratitude t6 Miss 
Blandford and Miss Barrington, who were 
largely responsible for the organisation of the 
departinent.

Mrs McNeill, in declaring the sale open, 
said that she was very mek interested by & 
visit which she paid to one of the dining- 
rooms and by the cheerfulness of the poor 
women who had to rear their families under 
almost impossible conditions.

The exhibitions of cubist paintings which 
Miss Mainie Jellett shows each succeeding 
autumn are always interesting, if only by 
renasan of the fact that being of the cubist 
schoo! her work is always 80 different from

The accepted line und ferm are disre- 
urded, and rather does she strive after those 
impressions and colour schémes which are 
elementary. They are conveyed to tlie 
canvas in what one might at fivst glance 
believe: was a most haphazard manner, but 
closer study reveals that there is method in 
the arrangement For instance, in a large 
eanvas (No, 6), described as ‘‘ The Sea,’’ she 
has worked into her painting the many 
tints of blue and grey which the sea assutnes 
in varying lights, atid there is an undulating 
line whieb suggests the motion of the water. 
It is a study which impresses one the more 
it 18 @xamined, 

A feature of Miss Jeliett’s painting is her 
fine sense of colour. In some of the large 
décorative canvases she has sectred very 
efféclive colour combinations. Most of her 
panting has been done for the present ex: 
libition in tempera, which for this form 
of painting shows splendid resulte—much 
more impressive than oils. In one or two 
works, stich as the canvas (No. 10), described 
as “ Pieta,’’ she approachés very closely to 
the conventional line, and her work is very 
suggestive of this well known subject. 
Whatever may be thought of the cubist 
designs of the painting there can be no ques 
tioning the heawtiful effect which has been 
achieved by the use of cubistic designs for 
carpets and rugs. A number of these. the 
work of Mra. J. Hughes, Mr. M. Gahan, 
and Miss Rosamund Jellett, are on view, 
and are strikitigly beautiful in their colour 
schemes and workmanshif. In this form ot 
decorntive art certainly there is a deal to be 
said for cubism.

Gradually through the ages man, the 
Primate said, who had prese:ved himself in 
early times only by dint of hard struggle, 
learued to overcome the difficulties which 
confronted him by the use of his intelligence 
and will, and made discoveries which added 
an astonishing ricaness to the quality of his 
life. Architecture, sculpture, literature, 
music wore born, and what we call '' genius ”' 
appeared and shaped them.

Develop- 
ment along the lines of astronomy, physics, 
biology, physiology and a host of wonderful 
sciences as they are to-day had worked a 
wonderful revolution in human thought. 

All this was a growth of knowledge-it was 
theoretical science. 

“ But the application of scientific discovery 
to the practic Af user of human life has been 
growing with equal rapidity,’’ the Primate 
continued, and in a way which is even 
move. striking to the average mind. Think 
of the new methods in medicine and surgery, 
the marvellous growth of mechanism, its pro- 
vision of new means of transport. Within 
the last twenty years the motor car has 
conquered*the world. At the same time the 
aeroplane, wireless, moving and talking pic- 
tures, and many other wonderful inventions 
have established themselves. 


THE WORLD OF TO-DAY. 

“We are now so accustomed to all these 
things that we have ceased to wender at 
them. ‘And I do not mention them as 
wonders,” My purpose is quite different. 
What Í want to tmvite you to think about is 
this: that, just as theoretical science has 
changed our mental outlook on the world, 
so practical science has changed the condi- 
tions of our life. And all this, both on the 
theoretical side and on the practical, is the 
result of the human mind and will dealing 
with the world as it was given to us. Man 
has been working out his own salvation in 
relation to his mental furniture aud also in 
relation to the conditions of his bodily life. 


the world as it is to-day, as we find it and 
use it, is the creation of human mind and 
toil. In the process of ages man has re- 
made the surface of the globe. There is an 
old saying that ‘God made the country and 
man made the town.’ It is not true. The 
country as we know it is just 4s man-made 
as the town. Only in Central Africa, or in 
tropical jungles, or on the summits of great 
mountain ranges, or near the Poles, can you 
find nature in all its untouched wildness, 
unaltered by the hand of man.”

Theoretical seience, he said, found out the 
laws of nature as we call them—found out 
how things act—and practical science used 
that knowledge to effect certain useful results. 
What did that mean? It meant, surely, that 
man’s knowledge of natural law, as we call 
it, gave him power—great and wonderful 
py Eo dealing with the forces of nature. 

nstead of being the victim or plaything of 
the material world, he had become, within 
certain limits, its master. 

“And, observe, it is just because the laws 
of nature are unfailing, because of that grim 
wecessity which is supposed to make them 
into a cruel fate, that man can use them with 
cartainty for his own purposes. This neces- 
sity of natural law is, in fact, that very 
trustwoithiness in things which I have men- 
tioned. This necessity, instéad of being a 
law of slavery, is really the very charter of 
human liberty. Because of it man finds him- 
self possessed of a wonderful power to mould 
the things which he finds in the world and 
the circumstances of his life for his own 


ends. 

THE HIGHER SPIRIT. 
“Thus it is that the higher law of the 
spirit which is in. mah over-rules the lower 
laws of the material world, and man rises, 
more and more master of material things, to 
ever higher heights of knowledge and attain- 
ment. Further, if it be trie, as we have

IRELAND'S PLAGE IN- 
EUROPEAN AFFAIRS. 


Mr. Hugh Law, T.D., speaking in support 
of a motion, ' That Ireland should partici- 
pate in the affairs of Europe,” at the Black: 
rock Debating Society on Saturday night, 
said that he could. not possibly see what 
argument could be used against that pro: 
position. Ireland, he said, was one of the 


not regard himself as an alien from Europe. 
Occasionally in history there was a rebirth of 
that queer instinct of herding which drove 
some of their anchorites to select the loneliest 
rocks of the Atlantic to live a religious life, 
but he could pot see how that could be 
applied to national life. 

t was true that Bishop Berkeley and Dean 
Swift thought that Ireland would be better 
if she were surrounded by walls of brass, but 
in the early part of the eighteenth century 
conditions were different, and England was 
setting herself to destroy all attempts at 
industrial life in this country. These were 
not considerations they had to deal with 
to-day. it would, of course, be possible to 
have a kind of existence in Ireland without 
any regard to the existence of. other people. 
A prominent Trish statesman had put forward 
a policy something like that—that they 
should do without many commodities that 
were imported, Theoretically they could do 
without a lot of imported articles, but he 
doubted the results that would follow, 


DISADVANTAGES OF ISOLATION. 
When they dealt with other aspects of 


national life, it was absolutely. impos: 
sible to. live cut off from the other 
peoples of Europe. If they were compelled 
to read mo newspapers except those 


written by Irish authors, no works except 
those written in the Irish language, he was 
afraid the results would be anything but 
what people desired. Even granted that 
all the views held by other peoples éutside 
this country were wrong it might not be 
a bad thing to affirm our own excellent 
opinion, to strengthen our own incompar- 
able knowledge by considering the weak- 
nesses of others. | 
Irishmen had in the past played an im- 
portant part in European affairs, in state- 
craft, and on the battlefield. At the pre- 
sent time, since they became members of the 
League of Nations, the prestige of Iréland 
stood high in the Councils of the League. 
They had much to learn from Europe, and 
it would be: foolish to refuse to go to 
school. «Ireland was called upon to take 
her full share in the League of Natigns. 
She had something to take to the League 
of Nations, and he saw no reason why she 
should not participate in the affairs of 
Europe from which she had a great deal to 
learn, (Hear, hear.)

STAINED GLASS.

WORK AT “ AN TUR GLOINE ”’ 
STUDIO. 


Those who are interested in stained glass 
work—and there is no more fascinating 
branch of art-should make opportunity to 
visit An Tur Gloine Studio, 24 Upper Pem- 
broke street, Dublin, where from to-da 
until bia a Í next there will be on exhibi- 
tion some delightful samples of stained glass 
work. 

The principal] of thess is a great three-light 
window, or, more correctly, three separate 
windows, which have Leen made to the order 
of the Most Rev. Or, Mulhern, Bishop of 
Dromore, for the Catholic Church at War- 
yenpoint. The windows are on a large scale, 
the centre being fifteen feet high by three 
feet six inches wide, and the others thirteen 
feet by two and a half feet. The centre win- 
dow shows Christ the King, the light on the 
right having as subject Annunciation 
and that on the left The Ascension. The 
work has been exécuted by Mr. M. Healy, 
and he has secured most artisticcesulis. The 
figure of Christ in the centre window is 
majestic, clad in beautiful scarlet robes, with 
sceptre in one hand and symbolie orb in the 
other. The rubies used in the robe have 
been selected with the greatets care, and the 
effect produced is wonderful. In the Annun- 
ciation scene the nimbus round the head of 
the Virgin Mary is an exceptionally success- 
ful piece of staining. The Ascension window 
is fall of atmosphere. 

The exhibition also includes a “very fine 
window, eight feet by three feet, with the 
Ascension as subject, which has been 
executed by Miss K, O’Brien to the order 
of the Rev. Mr. Orr, for the Church of 
Ireland Parish Church at Wicklow. 

It si a wonderfully artistic piece of work- 
manship, showing the Saviour rising through 
the clouds. Shades of deep blue, silver, and 
here and there a splash of green, produce a 
fine cloud effect, against which the scaflet 
and gold cloak of Christ stand out strik- 
ingly, while below, with upturned faces, are 
grouped the Apostles. 

The two windows are splendid examples of 
the stained glass art.

News from South Africa is disquieting. 
At Durban, six thousand natives, who 
had defaulted in the payment of poll tax, 
were raided and examined by the police, 
and six hundred were arrested and tried. 
It was found necessary, in the course of 
the raids, to disper 2 a refractory crowd 
of natives, and this was done with tear- 
gas bombs. There was a small hand-to- 
hand conflict, in which, happily, there 
was no loss of life. Perhaps, the episode 
Was a symptom of those exasperated 
relations between white and black, which 
are feared as an outcome of the 
Nationalist Government’s policy towards 
the natives. . A remarkable statement on 
the native problem was made by Genera] 
Smuts in the last of his Rhodes Memorial 
Lectures in the. Sheldonian Theatre, 
Oxford, on Saturday, He blamed an 
indiscriminate attack by missionaries on 
native custom for the decay of tribal 
discipline. In the purely pagan days, 
native religion, law, social custom and 
institutions formed one blended whole. 
Upon it depended the ruthless, but 
effective, authority of the chiefs. 
Missionaries often erred in failing to 
distinguish what was barbaric and 
degrading in the native system from 
what was merely repugnant to European 
habits of mind. They assailed the whole 
systeyn aud loosened the bonds of tribal 
restraint. They would have served 
religion and society better if they had 
sought to correct such eviis as polygamy 
and the practice of witchcraft, while 
leaving to the enlightened natives the 
reform adjustment of their triba] system 
to the more liberal circumstances of the 
new age. The undermining of the 
authority of the chiefs has been assisted 
by the improvement of transport and by 
the opening of the industrial labour 
market to natives. 

General Smuts declared that the rational 
end of these tendencies would be the dis- 
solution of native society into its human 
atoms, ‘‘with possibilities of universal 
Bolshevism and chaos which no friend of 
the natives or the orderly civilisation of 
this Continent would contemplate with 
equanimity.’’ Freed from their traditional 
moral and social discipline, and not yet 
subdued to a higher civilisation, the 
native is tempted to throw restraint to 
the winds, ‘‘and give free rein to the 
brute that is in him even more than in 
the civilised European.” In order to 
prevent such a break-down it is supremely 
necessary to sustain that triba] authority 
which has guided native life in the past. 
This can be done only by the segregation 
of the colours. So long as the family 
home of the native is in his own area, 
so long the native organisation can be 
maintained, even if black workers come 
out of their own area for a season to work 
with white employers. Let the family life 
in the native home continue on the tradi 
tional-lines, and the routine of the tribe 
will be maintained. The male adults will 
carry back to the native area enlightened 
notions which they have learnt from white 
employers, and in time may graft these 
notions on the native life. At the same 
time this system will facilitate the 
political representation of the coloured 
people in the sovereign authority of the 
State. Their tribal communities may find 
spokesmen, either native or Europeans. 
and their voice may be heard in the 
formation of national policy. 

The system which General Smuts adum- 
brates differs fundamentally from that 
which General Hertzog is pursuing. A 
colour bar has been instituted by an Act 
which has reached the Statute Book, 
although as yet it has not come into 
operation. This bar would divide the 
spheres of work in which black and white 
may be engaged, confining the black man 
to low and unskilled grades of work. 
Here, General Smuts contends, two wrongs 
are encouraged. In the first place, the 
mixing of black and white is frankly 
accepted and the dissolution of the tribal 
restraints is encouraged. At the same 
time, while the native is assumed into a 
common society with the whites, he is 
stamped with the brand of inferiority and 
robbed of the stimulus to self-improvement 
that might carry him far in the develop- 
ment of a native society. Racial jealousy 
could be evaded by segregation and the 
growth of a progressive and happy native 
life; it is inflamed by the policy of the 
colour bar. Last week General Hertzog 
addressed the Nationalist Party Congress 
in the Orange Free State. He surprised 
his fervid supporters by opposing their 
cherished desire for the suppression of the 
native dranchise in the Cape. He also 


condemned the demand of the extremista 
for a renewal of endeavour for the estab- 


lishment of a Republic. It seems that 
the experience of office in a time of grow- 
ing economic stress is inclining the former 
extremist towards the sober policy of 
General Smuts.

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Battle-Ships. 


When the Five-Power Naval Conference 
meets in London next January the repre- 
sentatives of the French Government, are 
expected to bring forward some novel pro- 
posals. Since the Washington Conference 
of seven years ago France has taken very 
little part in the mcvement towards naval 
disarmament, - but she has opposed 
vigorously every attempt to secure the 
jy abolition of the submarine. This  sugges- 
tion was made in the first instance by the 
Earl of Balfour at Washington, but the 
opposition of France and Italy was so 
strong that the plan was dropped. Now, 
it seems, the French are likely to propose 
the abandonment of the battleship’ 
Since 1922 only two new battleships, 
the Nelson and the Rodney, have 


been built, and they were authorised ex- 
pressly by the Washington Conference to 
bring the British Navy up to the United 
States standard. The French Government 
has not built a new battleship for the last 
sixteen years, It did not even exercise its 
right under the Washington agreement to 
replace those ships which have become 
obsolete since the war; and it takes the 
view that, as Britain, the United States 
and Japan regard the capital ship as the 
“‘ back-bone of naval power, ' they ought 
to prove their sincerity concerning dis- 
arman.ent by a decision to get rid of such 
ships altogether. It is an interesting pro- 
posal, At present there are only seven 
battleships in the world which, judged ty 
post-Jatland standards, are not obsolete. 
The United States has three of these 
ships, while Britain and Japan has two 
each, As a result of the Hoover- 
Macdonald conversations in Washington, 
it is quite possible that the existing 
“ holiday " in the construction of capitil 
ships may be extended to 1936, by which 
time even the Nelson and the Rodney will 
be obsolescent, and the French suggestion 
that no further capita! ships should be 
built is not s6 absurd as it might seem to 
be at first sight. A capital ship of the 
latest type costs no less than £8,000,000. 
For this sum, according to the Naval 
Correspondent of the Daily Telegraph, a 
natfon could build six modern cruisers, 
twenty-seven submarines, or twenty-four 
destroyers. From the economic point of 
view, therefore, there is no doubt that the 
end of the capital ship would be 
welcomed, especially by the taxpayers ; 
but there is another consideration which 
will engage the attention of the Admiral- 
ties, Recently the Germans, who have 
been forbidden by treaty to build 
ships oí more than 10,000 tons, have de- 
signed a new type of craft. This is known 
as a “ pocket battleship,”’ and is the 
latest word in naval construction. It dis- 
places only 10,000 tons; but it is armed 
so strongly that it could hold its own with 
most battleships, while it would over- 
whelm any smalier craft. It is faster than 
anything in any of the other navies, and 
it has a huge radius of action. If this 
type of craft is developed, the battleship 
proper will have a short lease of life; and 
for that reason alone the British, United 
States and Japanese experts may be in- 
clined to listen sympathetically to the 
French prorosal, 


Benito Mussolini. 


Cyrus the Great diverted the Euphrates 
in order that his Persians might advance 
up its dry bed to the sack of Babylon, 
while Tsar Peter—not very wisely— 
founded his new capital, the modern 
Leningrad, in the middle of a swamp. 
Italian Fascism, however, in Sardinia has 
rivalled these two feats, if, indeed, it has 
not exceeded the sum of their achieve- 
ment. Under the all-controlling agis of 
the Duce, the waters of the River Mogoro 
have been brought out of their normal 
course into the marsh of Sassu, while the 
various small streams on Mount Arci, con- 
firmed in a long canal, are led past the 
drainage area.: Thus by the creation of a 
huge lake a marsh, previously the abode 
of the malarial mosquito, has been trans- 
formed into a rich agricultural land. A 
town has been built, named Benito 
Mussolini, and with its neighbourhood: is 
the home of a prosperous community. The 
money for this work was found by a 
syndicate of capitalists, with the co-opera- 
tion of private citizens -and certain 
interested municipalities ; the results show 
Fascist enterprise, at its best. Already 
this newly-won land has provided employ- 
ment for fifty-four families, immigrants 
from Polesine, and to forty families who 
have come from the Romagna, Vincentino 
and Sicily, while to-day some two 
thousand people live where formerly there 
were but a handful of huts. The town of 
Benito Mussolini itself is equipped with 
schools, a hospital, public baths, a 
gymnasium, and every other requirement 
of an urban population. In Africa 
Fascist energy has net been so welcome. 
As a result of Italian activity in Tripoli 
avast migration of nomads southwards 
into French territory recalls memories of 
those peoples who swept over Europe from 
the ever abundant steppes of the 
Caucasus, 


The lranian Language. 


' It appears that the inside of the London 
School of Oriental Languages resembles the 
Tower of Babel. During the last session 
students received instruction in no less 
than fifty different tongues, the majority 
of which are not known, even by name, 
to the ordinary citizen. We confess 
frankly that Ewe and Ga, interesting 
though they may be, are entirely new to 
us. Now, acco: ing to the Special Corre- 
spondent of the Sunday Times, a fifty-first 
language has been added to this exotic 
abundance. . The Parsee community in 
Bombay has provided funds for five years 
for a lectureship in Iranian. Since the 
latter Iranian approximates fairly closely 
to modern Persian, which is taught 
already, we imagine that the new lecture- 
ship will concern itself particularly 
with the language of the Zend Avesta and 
Pehlevi, in which dialect Persia’s greatest 
epic was written—-to wit, the Shah Nameh 
of Firdausi. It is natural that the 
Parsees should wish to popularise the 
study of the tongues in which their fore- 
fathers spoke before the battle of 
Kadesiyeh sealed the fate of the Sassanian 
empire, and the advancing Moslems drove 
the Zoroastrians to seek shelter among 
the more tolerant rulers of the Malabar 
coast. At least, the student will derive 
greater pleasure from a study of Iranian 
than from some of the Sino-Tibetan 
languages taught at the School of Oriental 
Languages. Apart from Firdausi and 
ciaer similar writers, the old Aryan 
hymns to Ahura Mazda are noble works, 
and

Transport Facilities, 


Six years ago the Chamber of Shippin 
did very useful work through its Pa 
Facilities Committee in making reco» 
mendations for the development of many 
United Kingdom ports, and, in view of 
the Government’s decision to provile 
financial assistance for improving trars- 
port facilities as a me. "s of relieving 
unemployment, the Committee recent!y his 
reconsidered the position. As a result 3 
number of schemes required for overses 
trade have been put forward to the por 
authorities concerned, including large pro 
grammes at Middlesbrough, Newcastle 
Glaseow, Leith and Swansea. In addition 
a sub-committee was appointed to survey 
the facilities for the coasting trade. No 
fewer than sixty ports in all parts of 
Fngland and Scotland were visited, and 
the sub-committee has prepared detailed 
recommendations for many schemes which 
are being communicated to the authorities 
and will be submitted to the Government 
It is noteworthy also that the Committee 
has decided to stress the need (in view 
the heavy losses caused by traffic delays) 
for hurrying on the plans for providing 
better road approaches to the Londor 
docks—an improvement that has lone be 
advocated by the London Chamber 
Commerce. 


Railway Rolling Stock.
